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FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after the draft finalized by the 
Bulk Handling Equipment Sectional Committee had been approved by the Heavy Mechanical Engineer- 
ing Division Council. 

This standard was first published in 1986. The standard was earlier covering the information to be 
provided by both, the purchaser and the manufacturer/supplier. This revision has been undertaken to 
segregate the information required to be furnished by the purchaser and the manufacturer. Accordingly, 
this standard is being published in two parts. 

This standard ( Part 1 ) lays down the information to be provided by the purchaser at the time of 
enquiry or order. He may also provide the additional information such as sieve analysis, etc, suitably 
which may help the manufacturer in selecting the best suited equipment for the duty required to be 
performed by the equipment.
